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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 04/25/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant's argument that Ko et al. fail to teach a nasal cannula releasably 
coupled to connector (146) is not accurate because (col. 10, lines 29-31 and fig. 1 ) 
disclose the alternative connection of an endotracheal tube and a nasal cannula to 
connector (146) and fig. 1 illustrates connector (146) disconnected from nasal cannula 
(148). 

3. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have 
been obvious to releasably couple a nasal cannula to the distal end of the gas supply 
tube of Chua because it would have provided a means for releasably connecting a 
plurality of different patient interfaces to a gas delivery conduit as taught by Ko et al.. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the combination would be inoperative, 
the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be 
bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
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test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ).
